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Parents charged with selling pot to 17-year-old son 


Mom says she'd rather son smoke real pot than synthetic

The parents of a Lawrence¬ 
burg teen were scheduled 
to be arraigned Tuesday in 
Anderson Circuit Court on 
charges that include selling 
marijuana to their 17-year-old 
son. 

Hershel and Karen Brown 
of 124 Dove Drive face numer¬ 
ous charges after police 


searched their residence and 
reported finding marijuana, 
hydrocodone, Oxyconton, cash 
and guns. 

Police also found 1.3 ounces 
of marijuana in their son’s 
pocket that was divided up 
in small baggies for resale, 
according to a complaint filed 
by officer Jeremy Cornish 
of the Lawrenceburg Police 


Department. 

Cornish said the boy’s 
mother admitted that her 
son purchased the marijuana 
from she and her husband for 
around $120. 

In his report, Cornish said 
the mother “stated that would 
rather have her son smoke 
marijuana rather than syn¬ 
thetic marijuana.” 


The mother also told Cor¬ 
nish that she sold the marijua¬ 
na because “she 
draws disability 
and times are 
hard.” 

Cornish 

reported finding 
baggies of mari¬ 
juana, scales and 
a large amount 
of cash inside 
a safe, along with multiple 
loaded firearms. 

The cash, Cornish said, was 


in denominations of 100,20 
and 10 dollar bills. 

Hershel Brown has been 
charged with trafficking in a 
controlled substance, unlaw¬ 
ful transaction with a minor, 
third-degree terroristic threat¬ 
ening and resisting arrest. 

His wife is charged with 
trafficking marijuana and 
unlawful transaction with a 
minor. 

The couple were originally 
charged in March, but were 
only recently indicted.

Fire district 
approves 
flat tax rate 

Decision will result in more 
revenue thanks to growth

The Anderson County Fire 
Taxing District joined taxing 
districts county wide in either 
keeping their 
tax rates flat or 
lowering them. 

The fire 
district voted 
unanimously 
recently to keep 
___ its rate at 66 

Barnes cents P er $1>000 

assessed value, 
a decision that 
will nevertheless result in an 
additional $7,800 thanks to an 
increase in the county’s over¬ 
all assessment. 

“Basically, looking at the 
overall economy, we didn’t 
want to throw any additional 
burden on folks,” said Fire 
Chief Mike Barnes. 

“We have run a frugal 
operation to prepare for this.” 

Like other county wide 
districts, the fire district ben¬ 
efited mightily from overall 
growth, particularly at the 
Wild Turkey Distillery. 

Overall, the taxable prop¬ 
erty in Anderson County 
swelled by about $11 million 
overall during the past year, 
allowing the rate to remain

High-speed chase leads 
to smashed bike, tickets 

Motorcyclist, bike end up in used car parking lot

A motorcyclist who led police on a 
high-speed chase through Lawrence¬ 
burg on Saturday night can add a host 
of charges to his bumps, bruises and 
the damages his bike received when 
it ended up smushed under the front 
end of two cars on North Main. 

Nicholas Reed, 22, of Harrodsburg 
received only minor injuries after a 
police cruiser chasing him on Ballard 
Street struck the rear end of his bike 
and sent him and his bike flying into 


a used car lot on the north side of the 
train tracks. 

Acting Lawrenceburg Police Chief 
Chris Atkins said Reed sped off when 
officers attempted to pull him over 
around 9 p.m. on US 127 Bypass. He 
said Reed turned right onto US 127 
Business by McDonald’s and reached 
speeds in excess of 80 mph as he head¬ 
ed toward town. 

Atkins said a train on North Main 
forced Reed to turn onto Center Street

School board 
to ponder 4% 
revenue hike 

Mitchell: Most taxpayers would be 
able to pay increased property tax bill

The Anderson County Board of Edu¬ 
cation is weighing a 4 percent revenue 
increase for the upcoming fiscal year, 
which would give it an additional $378,000 
in revenue. 

The board of 
education has kept 
its tax rate flat since 
the 2008-09 school 
year, with the cur¬ 
rent tax rate set at 
$5.52 per $1,000 of 
assessed value on 
real estate. 

A 4 percent rev¬ 
enue increase, the 
maximum tax rate 
the board can set 
without subjecting 
its decision to a pub¬ 
lic referendum, would raise the district’s 
tax rate to $5.69, a 3 percent increase that 
would add $17 to tax bills for properties 
assessed at $100,000. 

In an interview prior to the board’s Mon¬ 
day night work session on the tax rates, 
Superintendent Sheila Mitchell said she 
would recommend either last year’s tax 
rate or the 4 percent revenue to the school 
board. 

A 4 percent revenue increase would 
“allow for a little more flexibility in the 
budget,” she said. 

“I mean it’s $17 on the $100,000... I could

Want to eat melons without getting sick? Wash ’em 


Two deaths in Kentucky linked to salmonella on Indiana melons

Anderson County’s 
acting health director 
has a simple solution 
for those worried about 
contracting salmonella 
from eating tainted musk- 
melons or cantaloupes. 

A bleach solution, that is. 


With news spreading about two 
deaths in Kentucky and 
dozens of people sickened 
from melons likely grown 
in southwestern Indiana, 

Tim Wright said Tuesday 
morning that concerned 
Anderson County residents 
should wash melons in 
a simple bleach solution 
before cutting them.

“Most people don’t realize that when 
they buy a melon, it’s straight out of 
the field,” Wright said, adding that the 
melons, including watermelons, are 
typically contaminated when rodents 
urinate on them. 

“People use a clean knife and cut 
through the melon and that can shove 
the salmonella into its meat,” Wright 
said. 

“The best thing to do is to submerge 
the melon into a light bleach solution

flat while generating more revenue. 

Barnes acknowledged that the fire district 
kept its rate flat despite infrastructure needs at 
several of its rural fire stations. 

“Our big project is a new station at Western ,” 
Barnes said. “Well have to take a loan for that, 
but we have a good amount of money accumu¬ 
lated to put toward it.” 

Taxing districts are required to provide a tax 
rate by mid-September each year to the Ander¬ 
son County Sheriff’s Office, which mails out 
tax bills and provides collection services for a 
fee. 

So far, the library and Extension districts 
have slightly lowered their per-$l,000 rates, 
and the health and fire districts, along with the 
Anderson County Fiscal Court, kept rates flat. 

The school district had not set a rate as of 
Monday afternoon, but the board of education 
was scheduled to discuss its rate that night. 

The school board last week ran a legal notice 
in The Anderson News to advertise an Aug. 

29 special called meeting to vote on its rate. In 
that ad, the board referred to taking the maxi¬ 
mum revenue increase allowed by statute — 4 
percent. Taking more than a 4 percent revenue 
increase would subject the decision to a pos¬ 
sible public referendum. 

If the school board approves a 4 percent 
revenue increase, its per-$l,000 rate would go 
from $5.52 to $5.69, a 3 percent rate increase 
that would generate about $370,000 more in 
revenue. 

That means a property assessed at $100,000 
would be taxed an additional $17 more than the 
previous year in school taxes.

and that he backtracked toward Ballard with 
officer Michael Corley in pursuit. 

Atkins said when he got back to North Main, 
Reed locked up his brakes, causing Corley’s 
cruiser to slam into the rear of his bike, which 
ended up wedged beneath two used cars for 
sale at the G&;C car lot. 

“A motorcycle stops a lot quicker than a car,” 
Atkins said. “He was struck in the rear by the 
officer and both of them ended up across the 
street.” 

The Anderson County Sheriff’s Office is 
investigating the wreck and said in a news 
release that Reed had turned off his headlights 
in order to elude police. 

The release said Reed told emergency 
responders that he wasn’t injured, but was 
transported by EMS to the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Medical Center as a precaution. 

Atkins said Corley did not require medical 
attention. 

Atkins said as of Monday police were still 
considering the charges Reed will face. 

“There will be a quite a few charges,” Atkins 
said. “Due to his length of stay in the hospital, 
we are working on writing summonses.”

First case of 
flu reported 

Health department to offer 
vaccines around Sept. 1

Staff at the Anderson County 
Health Department are encourag¬ 
ing residents to get vaccinated as 
soon as vaccines are available after 
news broke last week that the first 
cases of seasonal influenza has 
been reported in Kentucky. 

The reported cases are residents 
of Boyd County, and the seasonal 
H3N2 type of influenza virus was 
identified in each case, according 
to a news release from the health 
department. 

Acting local Health Director 
Tim Wright said his office hopes to 
begin providing vaccines by Sept. 1. 

“We have flu vaccine in stock,” 
Wright said Tuesday morning. 

“We still have to get our protocols 
signed and the staff was trained 
yesterday.” 

Wright said anyone is welcome 
to receive a vaccine at the health 
department, which accepts Medic¬ 
aid, Medicare and Humana insur¬ 
ances. 

He said the cost of a vaccine is 
expected to be $20 to $25 this year. 

Wright added that businesses are 
also welcome to utilize the health 
department. 

“We have a couple of factories 
in town that we take the vaccine 
to,” he said. “When we’re done, they 
just cut a check and pay for all of 
their employees.”

before cutting it, which kills the 
bacteria on the hull. 

“Then, when you cut through it 
with a knife, there’s not chance of 
getting salmonella.” 

Wright said the bleach formula 
is one cap of bleach per gallon 
of water and should be followed 
closely. 

Wright said he recommends 
sanitizing all produce before eating 
it, and encourages people to thor¬ 
oughly wash their hands before 
handling. 

He said it’s also important to 
refrigerate melons after they are 
sliced. 

Salmonella infections are rela¬ 
tively common, generally resulting 
in diarrhea, fever and abdominal 


cramps 12-72 hours after infection, 
according to a news release issued 
by the state’s Cabinet for Health 
and Human Services. 

Infection is most often diag¬ 
nosed by culture of a stool sample. 
The illness usually lasts four to 
seven days. Although most people 
recover without treatment, severe 
infections may occur, especially 
in young infants, the elderly and 
those with weakened immune sys¬ 
tems. 

Salmonella is a bacterium that 
can be found in the intestines of 
animals. Salmonellosis is often 
contracted from eating raw eggs 
or raw poultry or having those 
products touch other items that are 
then eaten (such as using the same 
cutting board for raw chicken and 
produce). Salmonella can also be 
found on the skin of reptiles and 
other animals. 


Cleaning your melons 

Interim Health Director Tim Wright has offered 
the following advice to avoid contracting sal¬ 
monella from melons. 

Ask where the melon is from. If it's from south¬ 
western Indiana, don't buy it. 

Wash melons with mild detergent and sanitize 
with a bleach solution of one cap of bleach per 
gallon of water. 

Use a produce brush to scrub melon when wash¬ 
ing. 

Don't buy melons with cracks, bruises, nicks, cuts 
and stem scars. 

When shopping or handling melons, wash hands 
thoroughly. 

Don't store unwashed produce with ready-to-eat 
foods.

not predict each differ¬ 
ent taxpayer’s ability to 
pay that,” Mitchell said 
in a phone interview. “I 
would think most tax¬ 
payers would be able to 
pay that amount of an 
increase. I realize in this 
economy, any increase 
can be or would be dif¬ 
ficult.” 

In a subsequent 
e-mail, Mitchell clarified 
her statement: “I under¬ 
stand that any additional 
burden for some will 
be hard and for others 
it will not,” she said via 
e-mail. “My recommen¬ 
dation for an increase is 
based upon the benefit it 
will bring the education 
of our children. The ben¬ 
efits include, being able 
to continue to offer well- 
trained, highly quali¬ 
fied staff and resources 
needed to meet the 
educational needs of all 
students.” 

At a rate of $5.69 


per $1,000, a 4 percent 
revenue increase adds 
$378,204 more in tax rev¬ 
enue for the district than 
last year. 

The district’s com¬ 
pensating rate for real 
and personal property, at 
$5.48 per $1,000, lowers 
the rate by 1 percent. 

Tax revenue, however, 
would still increase by 
$62,000 with the com¬ 
pensating rate, according 
to current property valu¬ 
ation rates reported in 
The Anderson News. 

Mitchell said she 
would not be recom¬ 
mending the compen¬ 
sating rate to the board 
because “it’s a decrease 
in the revenue that our 
district would be bring¬ 
ing in” in comparison to 
the other two rates. 

According to a legal 
notice advertising the 
Aug. 29 public hearing 
on the potential tax rate 
increase, the additional 
revenue accrued with 
the maximum rate 
would be divided into 
three general categories: 
$11,346 toward cost of 


collections; $256,800 for 
instruction; and $36,688 
for maintenance of 
plant. 

According to Mitchell, 
the board is required by 
the state to advertise a 
public hearing when 
the compensating rate is 
lower than the district’s 
flat or no change rate. 

In a follow-up e-mail, 
Mitchell said she would 
recommend a final vote 
on the tax rate after the 
public hearing. 

Mitchell said she 
was unsure how the 
extra $378,000 would be 
applied, and deferred 
questions about the 
specific language of the 
legal ad to finance offi¬ 
cer Nick Clark. 

As of press time, Clark 
was on paternity leave, 
and could not be reached 
for comment regarding 
the district’s tax rates or 
the legal ad advertising 
the public hearing. 

In a phone inter¬ 
view last Thursday, 
Board Chairman Roger 
McDowell said the board 
will hopefully be able to 
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get through another year 
without any tax increase. 

“I just think if we can 
get a little bit of a rev¬ 
enue increase without 
putting an additional 
burden on any of the 
taxpayers... we’ve got 
a budget that can sup¬ 
port it this year, but 
next year, if they keep 
the cuts going, it’s gonna 
get tighter and tighter,” 
McDowell said during 
the work session. 

Board member Lee 
Hahn agreed and said 
Mitchell, Clark and their 
staff have been able to 
maintain the quality of 
education even though 
Anderson County is one 
of the few school dis¬ 
tricts that haven’t raised 
taxes. 

“I’m against raising 
the tax rate right now, 
but with that being 
said, I think you and 
your staff have adjusted 
enough to holding the 
rates,” Hahn said to 


Mitchell during the work 
session. 

Board member James 
Sargent said he blamed 
the state for the more 
than $390,000 cuts in 
Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky 
or SEEK funding and the 
lack of funding for text¬ 
books. 

“Here we are, just a 
little old school board in 
our community,” he said. 
“If we raise anything up, 
they’re going to put us 
out there and string us 
out. The people in Frank¬ 
fort forgetting about us.” 

“We’re just people in 
our community trying 
to do a service,” Sargent 
said. “But they keep cut¬ 
ting money and keep 
wanting us to be the bad 
guys.” 

The board will also be 
voting on whether to add 
a $14,625 in exonerations 
in an effort to recover 
non-collected taxes. Last 
year the board did not 


approve adding the exon¬ 
eration amount to the 
overall tax rate, accord¬ 
ing to Mitchell. 

The Board of Educa¬ 
tion approved a working 
budget in May, including 
about $750,000 in spend¬ 
ing increases. 

According to Ken¬ 
tucky Revised Statute 
160.4702, the board must 
submit its final budget 
to the state by Sept. 30. 

The budget included 
more than $500,000 in 
salary raises for Ander¬ 
son County teachers, 
including a salary step 
increase, 1 percent raise 
and additional retire¬ 
ment benefits, for a total 
$601,286. 

According to Mitch¬ 
ell, the district’s salary 
schedule for teachers 
has been implemented 
and been in effect since 
July!

Now is the time to start preparing for winter 


Y ou’ve heard the saying 
of dipping your toes 
in the water? I think 
Mother Nature is doing that 
for us. 

We’ve had several chilly 
mornings in the upper 40s 
here on the farm and that’s 
enough to get us 
thinking of fall. 

Officially, it’s 
one month away. 

Time to get mov¬ 
ing. 

I have sev¬ 
eral friends 
who think of 
me as a “pioneer 
woman.” 

I’m not. Just 
because I pre¬ 
serve what I 
grow, take my 
meat off the farm and heat 
with a wood stove, doesn’t 
mean I don’t spoil myself 
with the luxuries of the mod¬ 
ern world. 

Pioneer women didn’t 
have time for luxuries. They 
were too busy washing by 
hand, baking bread, sewing 
clothes, making blankets, 
growing and preserving food, 
butchering and smoking 
meats, chopping wood and 
most likely taking care of a 
kid or two. Whew. 

Though I could live like 
they did, I really appreciate 
my modern conveniences. 
One of my more distant read¬ 
ers, Ed in Texas is 102 and I 


bet he remembers those long 
days of preparing for fall. It 
was a lot of work. 

Today, those of us with full 
time jobs and the pioneering 
“spirit” kick it in to high gear 
this time of year. We’ve got 
to hustle to finish off pick¬ 
ing and preserving the sum¬ 
mer vegetables, saving seeds, 
stocking the wood pile and 
nurturing the fall garden. 

All this in preparation of the 
coming winter. The question 
is, how bad will winter be 
this year? 

The forecasters are busy 
proposing different scenar¬ 
ios based on La Nina and El 
Nino, the Arctic Oscillation 
and the Jet Stream. Those are 
the main players in deter¬ 
mining how cold and wet or 
how warm and dry we will 
be during the winter. 

No forecaster is going on 
the record until October. I’m 
still counting August fogs. So 
far, we’ve only had one which 
equals to one big snow dump. 
I’ll take that. If I have to buy 
bags of salt this winter, I’d 
rather use it for ice cream. 

But for now, I’m still enjoying 
summer. 

Those of us who grew our 
gardens with non-hybrid 
seeds are starting to cover the 
counters with plates of seeds. 
Saving seeds isn’t hard, it’s 
just a little messy. It saves you 
money and helps you grow 
what you want to grow, when 


you want to grow it. 

I use paper plates for dry¬ 
ing my seeds. I write the 
name of the seed variety on 
the plate and let them dry 
out of direct sunlight. When 
dry, they easily pop off the 
plates and go into marked 
white envelopes or old pill 
bottles and are then stored in 
the pantry. The only excep¬ 
tion is my seed potatoes, 
which I keep in the refrigera¬ 
tor. 

We have books and even 
a DVD on saving seeds at the 
library. You should check 
them out. While you’re there 
you might even look for 
books on drought tolerant 
plants. That seems to be the 
new norm for us each sum¬ 
mer. Look for sales now on 
drip irrigation equipment. We 
just can’t count on Mother 
Nature bringing us an inch of 
rain each week. 

Now, I’ve got to find my 
cleaning equipment for the 
wood stove chimney. Just 
because we may not get a 
bunch of snow this winter 
doesn’t mean it won’t get cold. 
Mother Nature is fickle like 
that. Even with an unusually 
warm winter, it’s still winter. 
I’ve already washed my Steel- 
ers sweatshirt. Let the games 
begin. Happy growing.

employed intimidation into their 
arsenal to not only keep subjects and 
opponents in line, but to silence even 
the smallest hint of resistance. 

Our founding fathers gifted us 
with a remarkable defense against 
intimidation when they recognized 
that humans have certain unalienable 
rights, granted by God - and then refor¬ 
tified those freedoms with Constitu¬ 
tional protection via the Bill of Rights 
as they specifically listed those rights.

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CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31 st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

School board to replace high school football scoreboard

The Board of Education 
unanimously approved to 
spend $12,089 to replace the 
problematic high school foot¬ 
ball scoreboard at its Aug. 20 
meeting. 

Board chairman Roger 
McDowell apologized for the 
football scoreboard’s malfunc¬ 
tions during the season opener 
against Bryan Station last 
Friday, and thanked every¬ 
one’s effort in trying to get the 
scoreboard to work. 

u You guys do a great job and 
I apologize for the poor per¬ 
formance of the scoreboard,” 
McDowell said to Athletic 
Director Rick Sallee and head 
coach Mark Peach, who were 
both present at the board 


meeting. 

The new scoreboard, pur¬ 
chased through Louisville- 
based vendor NevCo,, will be 
4-feet shorter than the current 
scoreboard, at 24 x 8 feet. 

The scoreboard will have a 
10-year warranty, according to 
Sallee. 

Once purchased, the score- 
board should take four to 
five weeks to arrive and be 
installed. 

High School Principal Ron¬ 
nie Fields and Assistant Prin¬ 
cipal Bridget Wells reported 
improvements in ACT scores 
for Anderson County juniors. 

Last spring, juniors scored a 
composite 19.6 out of a possible 
36.0 on the ACT, passing the 
state average of 19.0. 

“We went from below state 


and now we’re a half point 
above state,” Fields said. 

Out of 280 juniors who took 
the ACT last year, 60 percent 
met the English college readi¬ 
ness benchmark of 18; 26 per¬ 
cent met the benchmark of 
22; 43 percent met the bench¬ 
mark of 21; 21 percent met the 
college benchmark of 24; and 
only 16 percent of juniors met 
all college readiness bench¬ 
marks. Last year 12 percent of 
Anderson County High School 
students met all college readi¬ 
ness benchmarks on the ACT. 

According to Sharon Jack- 
man, instructional supervisor, 
the state will be releasing 2012 
ACT data comparing districts 
to state scores next week.

Other business 

The board also approved all 
high school instructional fees 
for students, including a $50 
instructional fee, and a $24,400 
Anderson County Middle 
School athletic budget. 

The high school’s site- 
based council instituted the 
instructional fee before the 
2011-12 school year. Free and 
reduced lunch students are 
not required to pay the $50 
instructional fee. 

High school Principal Ron¬ 
nie Fields and Assistant Prin¬ 
cipal Bridget Wells reported 
on the Early College program, 
now in its second year at the 
high school. 


Fields and Wells said 53 
seniors and 20 juniors partici¬ 
pated in the program, with 510 
college credit hours completed 
in total and 89 percent of stu¬ 
dent receiving A’s and B’s. 

The board also approved 
$41,350 to renew an assessment 
licensing contract with NWEA 
MAP assessment, which is 
used three times a year to 
assess Anderson County stu¬ 
dents in kindergarten through 
ninth grade. 

A contract with Novel Star 
for curriculum and credit 
recovery programming was 
renewed for $10,600 and 
$15,527 approved for PLATO 
Learning.

1st John 2:9: “Whoever says 
he is in the light and hates his 
brother is still in darkness.” 

Colossians 3:10-11: “And have 
put on the new self, which is 


being renewed in knowledge 
after the image of its creator. 
Here there is not Greek and Jew 
circumcised and uncircumcised, 
barbarian, Scythian, slave, free; 
but Christ is all, and in all.” 

Acts 10:34-35: “So Peter opened 
his mouth and said: Truly I 
understand that God shows no 
partiality, but in every nation 
anyone who fears him and does 
what is right is acceptable to 
him.” 

And in Revelation 7:9: “After 
this I looked, and behold, a great 
multitude that no one could 
number, from every nation, 
from all tribes and peoples and 
languages, standing before the 
throne and before the Lamb, 
clothed in white robes, with 
palm branches in their hands.” 

So the Bible teaches us that 
there is no racial distinction 
between God’s people.

I believe that the Bible, the Word of God, teaches that 
denominationalism is sinful and that it prevents us from 
saving the world for Christ. Notice that Jesus prayed for 
unity of believers in John 17:20-23 “I do not pray for 
these alone, but also for those who will believe in Me 
through their word; that they all may be one, as You, 
Father ; are in Me, and I in You; that they also may be 
one in Us, that the word may believe that You sent Me. 
And the glory which You gave Me I have given to them, 
that they may be one just as We are one: I in them, and 
You in Me; that they may be made perfect in one, and 
that the world may know that You have sent Me, and 
have loved them as You have loved Me” Later the 
apostle Paul encouraged the brethren at Corinth to be 
united and speak the same message (1 Cor. 1:10). 

God’s plan has always been that there be unity in the 
church. How can we speak of unity when there are 2500 
churches (denominations) teaching different doctrines? If 
any of us make it to heaven it will be because of unity of 
belief (Eph.

Anderson County Clerk 
Jason Denny received two 
grants totaling $23,177 from 
the Kentucky Department 
for Libraries and Archives 
(KDLA) to preserve and man¬ 
age local government records, 
according to a news release. 

KDLA is an agency of the 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Twenty-six grants have 
been awarded for a total of 
$345,756 from fiscal year 2013 
Local Records Grant Program 


funds. During the program’s 
27-year history, a total of more 
than $19 million has been 
distributed across Kentucky 
and included grants to all 120 
counties. 

One of the grants is for 
$7,577 and will be used to 
transfer valuable permanent 
records to security microfilm 
and receive discs that contain 
scanned images from micro¬ 
film. The other grant, in the 
amount of $15,600 will be used 
for salary support for down¬ 
loading and indexing images. 


“I am excited to have 
received these grants for our 
office,” said Denny. “This 
money will help our office 
complete the Imaging Project 
that began in 2008. This will 
allow easier access to all our 
recorded documents without 
the repeated handling of the 
records. 

“Protecting our records for 
future generations has been 
and will continue to be one 
of the main objectives of our 
office.”

gram helps to preserve, protect 
and make available records 
with continuing archival 
value and to assist local agen¬ 
cies with records management 
through grant support, train¬ 
ing and direct service.

1972 Olympic basketball 
team at Georgetown College 


Free seminars with former 
Olympians offered

Georgetown College alumnus 
Kenny Davis and Hall of Fame sports 
journalist Billy Reed have formulated 
an idea to reunite the historic 1972 U.S. 
men’s Olympic basketball team. 

Courage in Munich will mark the 
first time all 12 teammates will be 
together since the games 40 years 
ago, according to a news release from 
Georgetown College. 

In what is arguably one of the most 
controversial games in the history of 
the sport, the U.S. twice won the gold 
medal and twice had the Russian 
team given a second opportunity.

3A power Garrard County should be stern test for Bearcats 


Golden Lions coming off great 
season, just like Anderson

Anderson County is coming off a 
season in which the Bearcats advanced 
all the way to the state Class 5A cham¬ 
pionship game, but that will mean lit¬ 
tle in Saturday night's game at Danville 
High School's Admiral Stadium. 

That's because the opponent, Gar¬ 
rard County, was one win away from 
joining the Bearcats in Bowling Green 
last December. The same Garrard 
County that Anderson whipped in 
2009 and 2010 by scores of 47-10 and 
46-18 has grown up. The teams did not 
square off last year, but the Golden 
Lions made it all the way to the Class 
3A semi-finals before losing to Belfry. 
The 12-2 finish was the best in Garrard 
County school history. 


Many of the same players who had 
lined up against Anderson in those two 
games have graduated but quarterback 
Billy Abney is still around, as are all 
five starters and the top reserve from 
last year's offensive line. Abney is try¬ 
ing to find new receivers after most of 
last year's play-makers graduated. 

“I am sure this is a game they have 
had circled on their schedule,” Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach said in pre¬ 
season. 

At one-time a fixture on the Ander¬ 
son schedule, Garrard has not beaten 
Anderson since 1981. The teams played 
the next two years but did not face off 
again until that game three years ago. 

Part of the reason for Garrard’s 
success is Abney, a senior. He got his 
introduction to varsity football in that 
2009 game and showed promise, even 
though his team was overmatched at 
the time. He's now one of the better 
quarterbacks in Kentucky. In the Lions' 
15-14 win over Clay County to open the 


season, Abney only threw for 65 yards 
and ran for 19 more, but he provided 
the leadership for a young Garrard 
team that rallied from a 6-0 deficit in 
the second half. 

During his career at Garrard, Abney 
has led the Lions to a 23-16 record. They 
have never gone home earlier than the 
second round of the state Class 3A play¬ 
offs. He entered the season with career 
totals of 4,288 yards and 48 touchdowns. 

Abney's pass to Jacob Simpson and 
Garrett Caudill's conversion run gave 
Garrard the lead against Clay, then 
the Lions got the play of the game 
from freshman Slade Crutchfield, who 
picked off a Clay County pass and 
returned it 36 yeards for the game- 
clinching score. 

It was Garrard's defense that saved 
the day against Clay. Garrard mustered 
only 182 yards against Clay but held 
the Tigers in check with 264 and forced 
three turnovers. The Lions also stopped 
Clay County inside the Lion 3-yard line

in the fourth quarter. 

“Our defense gave us a really, really 
good effort tonight,” Garrard coach 
Mark Scenters told the Danville Advo¬ 
cate-Messenger. “I can’t say enough 
about the way they came through with 
big plays when we needed them. The 
goal-line stand was as good as I have 
seen in a long time.” 

Peach believes his team will have its 
hands full. 

‘They are going to be solid. They are 
coming off a great season, just like we 
did last year,” he said. “They are going 
to be a tough test for us.”

on the conversion run and might have come up with 
the biggest play of the night on the ensuing kickoff. 

Kenyon Hipps took Joe Rose's kickoff at his own 19 
but took it all the way back to the Anderson 30. 

“The kickoff was devastating. They got it at the 30. 
If we had held them on the other side of the 50, we 
would have had a great chance to pull it off,” Peach 
said. 

On fourth-and-1 at the 21, Hipps picked up four 
yards on the ground, then on the next play, Hipps 
came up with Johnson's pass in the midst of several 
Anderson defenders. 

The very next snap, Johnson turned what would 
have been a rousing victory into a heart-breaking 
defeat. 

Still, Peach was not despondent. Instead, he was 
encouraged by a team that refused to give in. 

“Our guys gave such an effort out there tonight,” 
Peach said. 

Anderson rallied from deficits of 13-7 and 33-21 to 
take leads. 

After Johnson had connected with Curtis Sellers 
and Hipps for touchdown passes of 83 and 12 yards, 
Carmichael, who had just been cleared to play earlier 
in the week after a bout with mononucleosis, found 
Cox alone for a 40-scoring strike with 8:58 to go until 
halftime. 

“I am so proud of Zack,” Peach said. “He ran for his 
life, literally, tonight. He played really well.” 

Yet, Anderson had been inside the Bryan Station 10 
on its first drive and inside the 20 on it's last march of 
the first half and came up empty. 

The Bearcats went up 14-13 when Carmichael 
punctuated an 83-yard march with a 1-yard sneak at 
the 3:21 mark of the third quarter. 

The Bearcats got a break when a Bryan Station 
interception return for a touchdown was taken down 
by a roughing the passer penalty. Three plays later, 
Carmichael hit Cox, who caught seven passes overall, 
for 48 yards setting up Carmichael's score. 

The Bearcats seemed in business when Tristan 
Ashburn recovered a Sellers fumble at the Bryan 
Station 3 and Carmichael found Cox alone for their 
second score in 33 seconds and putting the Bearcats 
up 21-13. 

But Bryan Station's speed was too much. 

Johnson hit Hipps for a 46-yard score, then after 
Anderson fumbled the ensuing kickoff, Johnson hit 
Sellers for 18 yards. The Defenders seemed to be in 
good shape when Johnson struck again - this time to 
Marcus Floyd from 21 yards out and on the ensuing 
kickoff, Cox fumbled the ball away.

First-game tie at Harrison 
says team can be strong

Anderson County's girls' soccer team 
might have learned more in a no-deci- 
sion than any of its three games in the 
first week of the 2012 season. 

The Lady Bearcats went 1-1-1 in 
their first three games, routing Marion 
County 7-0 last Wednesday, but drop¬ 
ping a 2-0 decision at Russell on Sat¬ 
urday Yet, it was a scoreless tie in the 
season opener at Harrison County that 
had Lady Bearcat coach Jason Earnest 
smiling. 

U A tie on the road to a pretty good 
team is always good,” he said. “I pre¬ 
dict Harrison County to win (the 10th) 
Region this year.” 

Earnest was concerned about his 
team opening at a tough opponent 
right out of the gate.

In addition, two returnees from last 
year's Lady Bearcat lineup went down 
with injuries in the off-season.

“The second half, I was extremely 
pleased in our effort and play. We were 
very strong in the midfield and we 
controlled the pace of play and posses¬ 
sion.

Anderson had several chances to 
score, according to Earnest, but just 
missed.

Two nights later, Anderson routed 
Marion County, 7-0, in Lebanon after a 
scoreless first half. Nine minutes into 
the second half, it was 3-0 and the rout 
was on. 

Allie Johnson led the Lady Bearcats 
with 3 goals while Makenzie Cann 
scored 2. Carrie Isaacs and Claire Prater 
both found the net once. Cann and 
Johnson were credited with 2 assists 
while Prater and Lindsay Chelf had 
one each.

Fall squirrel season now underway in Kentucky

Kentucky’s fall squir¬ 
rel season, a 193-day 
split season that kicks 
off the calendar of fall 
hunting, opened last 
weekend. 

The season opened 
Aug. 18 and runs 
through Nov. 9. The sea¬ 
son re-opens Nov. 12 and 
closes Feb. 28, 2013. 

The daily bag limit is 
six squirrels. 

“Hunters will find 
plenty of squirrels this 
season, but populations 
could be slightly down 
in some areas,” said 
Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 


Resources. “Last fall’s 
mast crop was rated 
good overall, but hick¬ 
ory and white oak pro¬ 
duction was poor.” 

There’s a close rela¬ 
tionship between a 
year’s mast production 
and the following year’s 
squirrel population lev¬ 
els. 

Since 1953, depart¬ 
ment biologists have 
been gauging mast 
production based on an 
annual survey of the 
nuts on hickory, white 
and red oak and beech 
trees. 

The nuts of these 
trees comprise the most 
important foods for 
Kentucky’s forest wild¬ 
life - squirrels, white¬ 
tailed deer, wild turkeys 
and bear. 


Biologists walk the 
same route every year 
and estimate the year’s 
mast crop based on 
what they observe. 

“This year’s survey 
began August 15 and 
will continue for about 
two weeks,” said Robin¬ 
son. “After this informa¬ 
tion is compiled, we’ll 
have a clearer picture of 
the impact of the sum¬ 
mer drought.” 

Weather extremes, 
such as late frosts and 
heavy rains in spring or 
summer droughts, can 
limit the amount and 
quality of mast. 

Drought conditions in 
western Kentucky are 
expected to affect squir¬ 
rel behavior this fall 
in the region. “I expect 
squirrels to be on the 


move looking for food,” 
said Robinson. 

Late winter is the 
time when food avail¬ 
ability becomes most 
critical to squirrels and 
can impact their body 
condition heading into 
the breeding season. 
Hickory nuts begin 
to mature in August. 
Acorns and beechnuts 
mature in September 
and October. 

Squirrel hunters 
can help management 
efforts by taking part 
in the Squirrel Hunt¬ 
ing Cooperator Survey. 
The voluntary program, 
which started in 1995, 
supplies information 
that biologists use to 
monitor squirrel popula¬ 
tion trends in Kentucky. 

Hunters record infor¬ 


mation about their 
hunts as the season pro¬ 
gresses. 

This information 
includes the county 
hunted, hours afield, 
number and species of 
squirrels seen and har¬ 
vested, number of hunt¬ 
ers in the party and the 
number of dogs used to 
find squirrels. 

When hunters are 
finished hunting for the 
season they simply mail 
in their survey. Logs 
are available online at 
fw.ky.gov by clicking on 
the “Hunting, Trapping 
& Wildlife” tab, then 
the “Small Game” tab, 
followed by the “Squir¬ 
rel” tab. Hunters may 
request a log by call¬ 
ing (800) 858-1549. Logs 
must be returned to the 


department no later 
than May 31, 2013. 

Each year, after the 
survey information is 
compiled and analyzed, 
a report is mailed out 
to squirrel hunters who 
shared the details of 
their hunting activi¬ 
ties from the previous 
season. 

Last season, the sur¬ 
vey detailed 1,144 squir¬ 
rel hunts in 76 Ken¬ 
tucky counties. Hunters 
reported that they saw 
nearly five squirrels per 
hunt and bagged almost 
two squirrels per hour. 

Hunting success was 
highest in the month 
of September and 68 
percent of the hunts 
occurred in the first 
three months of the 
season.
